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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 2 of the Response, Applicant asserts 
that Pitot does not disclose "a plurality of kinds of data" as required by claim 1. Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Pitot teaches that the 
tag of each message relates to a descriptor where the descriptors belong to various categories including parameters for preprocessing of 
a message and an instruction to compare information in the message with stored information (col. 3, lines 7-17). Thus, the "digital 
messages" comprise different kinds of data, including data that is to be processed using a preprocessor and data to be compared with 
stored data. 

Applicant further asserts on pages 2-3 of the Response that Pitot does not disclose "detecting means for detecting a type of each of a 
plurality of kinds of data" since Pitot "identifies the identification tag and analyzes its content in order to ascertain whether it corresponds 
to a locally available preprocessing program." Applicant seems to assume that there is. only a single program on each device such that 
the device only checks to determine whether the device should accept the message. However, as outlined above, each device performs 
different operations on a packet depending on the information contained in the packet. Thus, each device receives multiple types of 
packets. In addition, Pitot discloses in the passage cited in the Office Action, namely col. 2, lines 17-25, that "the equipment item in 
question will look for the relevant preprocessing program in its memory and run[] it." This implies that the device determines which type 
of data it has received and then selects a relevant preprocessing program to process the data. As such. Examiner maintains that Pitot 
discloses "detecting means for detecting a type of each of a pluality of kinds of data." 

On page 3 of the Response, Applicant asserts that Pitot does not disclose that the "operation of the processing means is changed to one 
of the plurality pf functional operations that corresponds to the type of data." Again, Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. As outline above, 
Pitot discloses that the device determines which type of data it has received and then selects a relevant preprocessing program to 
process the data. As such, Examiner maintains that Pitot discloses that the "operation of the processing means is changed to one of the 
plurality of functional operations that corresponds to the type of data." 

In view of the foregoing, Examiner maintains that the claims are obvious in view of the cited prior art. 
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
